Chile's Recent Course scegarded as 
fui Ludication. 

Wasuinoton, Jan. 4.—{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}| The correspondence | 
which the president promised to send 
to Congress relating to the attack apon 
the Baltimore soldiers -at Val pd¥aiso” 
will not be sent now. In fact, tuere is 
reason to believe that some days will 
elapse before the public may know. 
Oiliciaily just what has passed between 
the Department of State and Minister 
l.igan on the one side and the Uhiiean 
Minister of Foreign Affairs and Minis- 
ter Siontt on the other. 

-The unoficial announcement of the 
practical completion of the judicial 
proceedings in Valparaiso and inten- 
tion of the Chilean leyai authorities to 
punish three Chileans cunvicted of par- 
ticipation in theas-ault has giyen satis- 
faction lere and is generally regarded 
as a distinct concession by the Chiieans 
to the United States, as showing that 
there will not in all probability be fur- 
ther undue delay in the disposition of 
the case. These tidings have not, so 
far as learned, been officially. made 
known to Secretary Blaine by Minister 
Montt, and it may be the latter will 
await the -sentence of the convicted 
Chileans before he presents to the Sec- 
retary the conclasions reached by the 
judicial authorities of his couutry.

THE OLD DIFFERENTIALS. 


Canadian Pacific Will Carry Freights for 
Less Than American Lines. 

Cnicago, Jan. 4.—|By Associated 
Press.{| The Canadian Pacific Railway 
putinto effect today a series of differ- 
entials on San Francisco freight busi- 
ness. From Chicago and Milwaukee 
common points the differentials 
are as follows: First-class, 
cents; second, 14% cents; third, 
12 cents; fourth and fifth, 10 cents; 
A and B, 8 cents; C. 7 cents; D and E, 
5 cents. On all rates of 81.20 or un- 
der, the differential is 5 cents per 100 
pounds. Rates of Mississippi River ter- 
titory points through which the trafiic 
from Milwaukee and Chicago ‘com- 
mon points passes in reaching St. 
Paul will not be higher than the 
differential rate from Chicago. When 
the commodity rate is the same as the 
regular class rate ‘he same differential 
will apply; when not the same class 
rate the next below will apply. 

San FrRanoisco,.Jan. 4.—The Trans- 
continental Association bas announced 
that the differentials which were ef- 
fective upon the Canadian Pacific in 
1890 have been restored to that line. 
This means that the Canadian Pacific 
will be allowed to carry freight 
‘from Vancouver to the Atlantic sea- 
board at ratesthat run from 5 to 28 
cents lower, according to the class.

‘BALLOU BOLTS. 


Dr. Graves’s Alleged Accomplice is 
Suddenly Missing. 


‘Mrs. Barnaby’s Son-in-law Says He Will 

_Parsue film to the End of the 

World—Graves Denies 
Confessing. 


By Telegranh to The Times. 

Denver (Colo.,) Jan. 4.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Col. Ballou, the law- 
yer from Providence, R. I, connected 
with the Graves-Barnaby case, is mis- 
sing. He took a train for Chicago when 
the verdict was rendered and probably 
arrived there this morning. 

When seen by an Associated Press re- 
porter this afternoon Dr. Graves em- 
phatically reiterated his denial of hav- 
ing made a confession. He says that 
Deputy Sheriff Wilson came in and woke 
him up at 3:30 in the morning, said be 


had just come from District Attorney | 


Stevens; that Stevens advised Graves 
to make a confession implicating Bal- 
low saying it would belp him out. 
Graves said he refused- to make any 
statement. 

Wilson still maintains that the doctor 
confessed, but Deputy Means refuses to 
talk on the subject. It is asserted that 
a detective, in the employ of John Con- 
rad. the late Mrs. Barnaby’s son-in-law. 
is following Ballou on his Eastern trip. 
No warrant for Ballou's arrest has been 
issued, but the grand jury is now in 
session and it,is asserted that they are 
examining the deputy sheriffs reyard- 
ing the alleged confession. 

Mrs: Bailov is here and is quite ill:~ 
and Dr. Graves's wife has been out of 
her head most of the time since the 
verdict was rendered, and today was 
continually raving about the doctor be- 
ing hanged. His mother bears the 
trouble with more fortitude. It 
been charged by the defense that 
jury was unduly influenced during 
trial by having access to the daily 
pers, but the jurors strenuously deny 
this. 

Wheap the grand jury adjourned at a 
late hour this evening it was learned 
that nothing had been done in er Lo 
indicting Ballou. 

Dr. Graves caused surprise tonight by 
stating that Ballou had come to him on 
Saturday night last and told him he 
was going to leave town because he was 
afraid of being arrested if he stayed 
any longer. When the docior gave 


that information he suddenly became. 


reticent and noghing further could be 
learned from bim. 

St. Lous, Jan. 4.—A special dispatch 
from Denver savs that John Conrad, a 
witness for the State in the Graves- 
Barnaby case. speaking of Col. Batlou’s 
flight today said: ‘Although Ballou 
has fled, it is as easy to bring him back 
as it was for him to disappear. I will 
follow him’ to the utmost parts of the 
world.’* The grand jury meets today, 
when Ballou’s flight will be considered. 
It is- expected that he will be indicted 
in a few days.

WATCHING GARZA. 


Troops Will Prevent Him from Ralsing 
a Formidable Force, 

San Antonio (Tex.,) Jan. 4.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Official telegrams 
were received at military headquartess 
today from the commandants at Forts 
Kinggold and Brown tothe effect that 
Garga's men are being watched by the 
United States troops and will be pre- 
vented from mobilizing anything like a 
formidabie force on American soil. 

Capt. Wheeler. at Fort Ringgold, dis- 
credits the assertion of the Mexican 
Minister at Washington that a_ promi- 
nent Mexican citizen is being held by 
Garza at a point in Duvall! county. 

Capt. Johnson. at Fort Brown, has 
just returned from a scout of forty-five 
miles up the Rio Grande, but met no 
revolationists. Fresh detachments 
went out today. All forces are suiffer- 
ing much from lack of forage and water 
for horses.

New York, Jan. 4.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The corridors of the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel were crowded all the 
morning with Republican Senators and 
politicians. ‘Lhey spent all day yester-. 
day deyising means to overcome Hill's 
, Majority in the Senate. Nothing was 
dote at 12:30, at which time the meet- 
ing was called to order. At 1 o-clock 
it was still yoing on. ‘The general opin- 
ion seems to be that anything is fair 
that can prevent the success of Hill in 
his efférts to seat enough Democrats to 
contro} the Legislature. 

Senator James T. Edwards, who de- 
feated Perry Vedder in Chautcauyjua 
- district, is today the biggest man in the 
political muddie which engages the 
attention of the political leaders of the 
State, Heis bigger than the Legisla- 
ture itself, for without him the Senate 
cannot organize with a legal quorum. 
The Democrats have sixteen Senators, 
but it takes seventeen to make a 
quorum. Senatoi dwards designates 
himself as an ‘Independent Ke publi- 
can.’’ but has been quoted as saying 
that he would sit with the Democrats 
to organize the Senate tomorrow. 

Fifteen of the Republican Senators, 
said to favor the plan of absenting 
themselves tomorrow to prevent a 
quorum, beld 4 meeting here today in 
conjunction with Platt and other lead- 
ers to determine what to do. United 
States Senator Hiscock was also present. 
Edwards had been invited to meet with 
them and his failure to respond was re- 
garded as ominous. After a lengthy 
discussion all Republicans seemed to 
agree on one point and that is that 
unless Edwards refuses to aid the Demo- 
crats in organizing the Senate it will be 
useless for other Republican Senators 
to remain away. Some philosophical 
Republicans profess to be indifferent as 
to Edwards's attitude. As to hisstand- 
ing on the contest between Walker 
(Dem.) and Sherwood (ep.) in the 
Twenty-eighth districte Edwards -is 
said to have stated that he would not 
vote for Walker, that no man should be 
admitted to the Senate who had 1640 
votes less than his opponent, and that 
the electors of the district should have 
another election. Most of the Senators 
left tonight for Albany. |

Mr. Flynn’s Flying Machine, 

The Stockton Mail calls a funny turn 
on an ambitious inventor of Virginia 
City, Nev., of the name of Michael 
Flynn. According to dispatches Mr. 
Flyon has invented a flying machine 
which will stand stock still in space, 
and as ‘no arranzements are made 
to stop the revolution of the earth, the 
surface will whirl past the airship at 
the rate of more than 1000 -miles an 
hour. In this way Mr. Flynn expects 
to circumnavigate the globe in a-day. 
he idea must have beén borrowei from 
Maj. Elderxin’s humorous lecture on 
the North Pole delivered in this city 
some months ago. In that lecture the 
Major imagined himself and his audience 
elevated toa fixed position avove the 
earth and saw it roll around beneath 
them with much edification to them- 
selves and no injury to the earth. 

But to returnto the flying machine. 
fhe Mail calls Mr. Flynn's attention to 
the fact that the earth has two motions, 
one in revolutivun upon its own axis and 
one on its orbit about the sun. Waile 
the air ship is standing still in space, 
the planet will not only whirl beneath 
it at the rate of LOOO miles an hour, 
but will whirl away from it so that at 
the end of a day Mr. Fiynna will find 
himself at the lonesome distance of 
1,600,000 miles (a little more.or less) 
from home. This, the Mail sugzests, 
would be an emoarrassing condition of 
affairs for almost any scientist. And as 
the earth would not reach his stationary 
position in space fora year, he would 
have to lay in,a very large quantity of 
supplies. Moreover as it is estimated 
that the temperature of in'erplanetary 
space is several hundred degrees below 
zero, he should by no means neglect to 
take along his winter flannels and very 
thickest overcoat. The fact that space 
is withdut an atmosphere might be pro- 
vided against by carrying an apparatus 
for manufacturing air. 

Mr. Flynn may confidently calculate 
that it will be a cold day when he gets 
left.

A LEGAL. LEAK. 


‘Supreme Court Ru!ings Given 
Out in Advance.

A Ruling of Interest to Express Companies

Wasainoton, Jan. 4.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Boyd-Thayer case, 
involving the question of the citizen. 
ship of Boyd, and as a consequence his 
eligibility to the office of Governor of 
Nebraska to which he was electe, was 
not decided by the United Staies Su- 
preme“®ourt today. Inquiry into the 
matter developed the fact that only 
eight Justices sat in hearing the case, 
Justice Bradley being absent on account 
of illness. The premature announce- 
ment that the court has decided the 
case in favor of Boyd by a vote of 6 to 
3 cannot be correct, therefore, so far 
as the majority by which the decision 
is allegedto have been reached. The 
Justices, of course, would say nothing 
whatever as tothe case in advance of 
the announcement from the bench of 
the decision. A curious coincidence in 
connection with the publication in ad- 
vance of what the decision of the court 
would be and the respective num- 
ber of Justices in favor of Boyd 
and in favor of Thaver devel- 
oped in court today.

station and stop its trains at Yakima 
City.

The bill set forth that Yakima City

| county and the object of the railroad 


Company, to make Yakima City 
a railway station was tu ruin the town 
and enhance the value of the town site 
of North Yakima, which it had located 
on unimproved lands beionging to the 
railway company. Justice Gray in the 
opinion of the court says: : 

A writ of mandaimnus to compel a railroad 
corporation to do a particular act in con- 
structing its road or buildings or in run. 
Ming its trains. can be issaed only when 
there 18 a specisic legal duty on its part to 
do tBafact and proofof a breach. of the 
duty. Courts have so heid. even in the 
matter of establishing a station at the ter- 
minus ofa road. The difiiculties in the 
way of issuing a mandamus are much in. 
creased when itis sought to compei a road 
to stop trains at a particular place. The 
location of stations and warehouses for re- 
ceiving and delivering passengers and 
freight involves a comprehensive view 
of the interests for the public as we.l 
as of the corporation and consideration of 
many circumstances connectl g theamou't 
vf business and convenience of the partic. 
ular location, which are more appropri- 
ate to be determined by the directors of a 
compauy. or in case of abuse of their dis- 
cretion by the Legislature or by ad:ninis- 
trative Lourds entrusted by the Legis.ature 
with that duty, than by ordering judicial 
tcibunais. 

Justice Gray says that the charter of 
the cpmpanv does not impose any spe- 
citic as to the maintenance aud 
size of stations and that to compel the 
directors to be controlled by c. urts by 
writs of mandamus in estavlish nz sta- 
tions would be incons.stent with many 
previous decisions. The findings be- 
low, he says, show that people living in 
the surrounding country, considered as 
acommunity, would be better accom- 
modated at North Yakina than at 
Yakima City. The company denies the 
fraudulent intent charged by Yakima 
City and it was not found by the jury. 
The fact that the town cf North Ya- 
kima was laid out by the company on its 
own lani cannot impair the rights of 
the inhabitants of that town. 

Justice Brewer rendered a vigorous 
oral dissent. which was concurred in by 
Justices Harland and Field. He said: 

When the raliroad built its line it found 
the city already the established county se3t 
and the largest place along its road for 
many miies.

quired that a station should be established 
there. Instead. the railroad company went

given for such course. The railroad neg:

Oysters on Trees, 


“Chesapeake bay bas the. finest kind of 
oysters,” sani the Talking Man.

Notwithstanding the balmy winter climate 
of Pasadena the grip prevails here at present 
almost to the extent of ari epidemic. The 
popular fallacy, however, that the atmos- 
phere has anything materia) todo with the 
disease has been dispelled by prominent 
physicians of the country, who say that the 
history of the disease shows that atmos- 
pheric conditions have very little todo 
with its increase or decrease. 

The grip originated in Prussia, where the 
atmosphere is very cold and dry. It has 
spread and prospered in damp and warm 
climates, and there the atmosphere can 
- have littieto do withbit. Butit is a note- 
worthy fact that while many people are 
affiicted in this community, a very few fatal 
cases have been reported. “One of the 
alarming features of the disease,"’ said a 
physician yesterday. “is the 

lability of those who \.have apparently re- 
covered from its attacks to develop pul. 
mouary diseases.’"" It is now feared by 
Eastern physicians that.consumption will 
largely increase as the grip itself dies 
away. 

The best wed to avoid the gripis to 
watch cloxely for the preliminary symip- 
toms and when the first note of warning 
has been struck to call upon a physician 
and receive so.ne sort of a preventive. 
With proper care Pas.:denians have no 
reason to fee] alarmed over the outlook. 
It is believed that the disease has already 
reached its climax.

No Grapes in European Markets That 
Equal Home Products.

SANTA ANA, 

A private letter has been received in this 
city from a prominent and wealthy resident 
of Ohio, who is at present making an ex- 
tensive tour in foreign countries, in which 
he takes occasion to speak complimentaliy 
of California and its wonderful productions. 
The letter was written from Kilrush, County 
Ciare, Ireland, and. dated. November 27, 
1891, The following extarct ts of local in- 
terest, applying as it does, to the country 
south of the Tehachepi? 

‘The great mulberry plantations lay 
through the south of France and in Italy 
from Turin to Milan, I went south in Italy 
as far as Naples and Pompeii, and saw no 
such vineyards as in California, nor any 
such grapes even in their markets. They 
raise an immense black grape, but none 
to compare with the Tokays or Em- 
perors I saw in Southern California. 
In the old vineyards” the vines. are 
trained up to large trees, which are 
planted, same asthe mulberry, two rows 
pretty close, then awidespacé, and so on. 
‘They combine orchard and, vineyard, The 
trees are not all fruit trees, in fact they 
are the fewest, The greater number 
seemed to be tall poplars. A vine is piauted 
at each side of: a tall tree, and, as they 
row, are trailed from tree to tree, and 
orm regular festoons. The grapes hang 
in bunches about twelve inches apart, and 
look as if displayed for sale. Itisa pretty 
sight tosee the women in their bright- 
coiored head-dresses gathering the grapes. 
They have to use tall ladders as the vines 
sometimes grow tothe top of the trees. 
The grapes they take do not look at all as 
well as the grapes in California. In some 
of these countries the vines are supported 
by a tripod made of bamboo, which they 
raise forthat purpoee. Three sticks of it 
so placed, wiil hoid up great weight, but 
they are apt to shift around, so that those 
vineyards are not asuniform or nice-look- 
ing as in California. The land toward 
Naplesis very light soil, apparently well 
cultivated, although the people still cling 
to the old o1e handled wooden plow, pulled 
by oxen.”’

ORCUS CHALYBEUS. 


What Horticultural ( ommissioner Scott 
Thinks of the New Parasite. 

The following letter from County Hor: 
ticultural Commissioner John Scott ex- 
plains itself: 

Los ANGELES, Jan. 4.—[To the Editorof . 
TRE Times.) A great dealis being said in 
the newspapers about the new parasite 
(Orcus Chalybeus) for red scale lately for- 
warded to this State by Mr. Koebele. _It 
would be well for fruit-growers to bear in 
mind that so far only seven of these lady- 
bugs have arrived aiive, and although there 
is.no doubt that they feed on the red scale 
it has yet to be proved that they will multi- 
ply rapidly enough to be of service. ‘ 

fn the meantime it will be well not to put 
too much reliance on this new friend, but 
keep up tumigating and spraying infested 
trees; even should the parasite do all that 
is hoped for, it. will be some time before the 
State at large can be supplied. 

It has been stated by many importers of 
trees thatthe Fiorida purple scale (myti- 
laspis cititcola) will not live in California 
more than one or at most two years. This 
is not so; we have iately found orange 
trees in thiscounty that have been planted 
out three years literaliy covered with this 
pest. 

All orchardists who have planted Florida 
stock should examine their trees carefully, 
and if any purple scale is found fumigate 
atonce, spraying with any of the washes 
now in use has little effect on this scale,

Much More Exporied in 1891 Than in 
Any Previous Year.

The wine busi- 
ness has been under a cloud during the 
past four or five years. owing to prices

lon. This, of course. reduced prices of 
wine grapes, which went as low as $5 a 
ton for Missions. ‘The cause of this dis- 
astrous state of affairs Was the forcing 
upon the market by weak holders of a 
Vast amount of bad and indifferent 
wine, poorly. made an@ lacking age, 
often manutactured from unsuitable va- 
tietics of grapes. Many in consequence 
abandoned thé business in disgust. dry- 
ing or making vinegar of their grapes, 
those remaining being mostly skilled 
winemakers. The turn of the tide has 
now come. 

The year 1891 has been the largest 
shipping year in the history of the 
trade. The demand has been very 
large, both from home consumption and 
export. ‘The exports in wood have been

The City Council met in reguiar. ses- 
sion yesterday morning at the usual 
time and place, with Councilman Tufts 
in the chair, President Bonsall and the 
member from the Fourth Ward having 
failed to respond to the roll call. 

After the usual preliminaries had 
been disposed of, the Council proceeded 
to dispose of the regular routine busi- 
ness in the following order: 

REPORTS OF OFFICERS. 

The reports of the City Clerk and City 
Tax and License Collector, showing the 
‘issuance of 2169 licenses during the 
month of December last, from 2068 of 
which the sum of $14,684.50 had been 
collected, and 101 had been returned 
as uncollected, were referred to the 
City Avditor. 

That of the City Tax and License Col- 
lector, showing the collection of eight 
delinquent licenses for November last, 
valued at $34, and thereturn of twenty- 
four uncollected, was alsoso referréd. 

That of the Superintendent of Build- 
ings showing thecollection of $74 from 
building permits, issued during Decem- 
‘ber last wasalso referred to the City 
Auditor. 

inose of City Justice Austin, showing 
the colleciion of 867.25 in fees and 
fines during December last; Clerk 
Chambers, of the Police Court, showing 
that $659.20 had beencollected during 
the past month in fees and fines, of 
which sum Police Judge Austin col- 
lected $389.20 and Police Judge Owens 
$270; and City Clerk Teed, showing 
the collection of $19.50 in petty cash. 
from the sales of ordininces and re- 
demption of tax sales, were all referred 
to the City Auditor. 

The annual report of the Superintend- 
ent of streets for the year ending No- 
vember 3Q, last, a resumé of which was 
published in [ne iimes yesterday morn. 
‘ing, was re‘erred to the special com- 
mittee on annual reports. | 

The Land Committee presented the 
following report: 

In the matter of the communication from 
K. H, Wade, general manager of the South- 
eri Caiiforaia Railfoad Company, statiug“ 
that they are desirous of renewing their 
lease of the property in East Los Angeles 
used for stockyards, provided that satisfac- 
tory terms can be made ag to the rental, we 
recommend that a lease be entered into for 
a._period of three years at an annual renta! 
of $150, and that the City Attorney be in- 
structed to prepare and present a lease in 
accordance herewith.

JUDGE SHAW’S WATER DECISION, 

The report of the City, Attorney on 
the decision of Judge Shaw in the suit 
brought by the Council to disfranchise 
the Citizens’ Water Company, which 
was published in Tue Times on Sunday 
morning, was read and aeferred to the 
Special Committee on WaterSupply, on 
motion of Councilman Rees. 

The matter was discussed at some 
length, Councilman Innes opening the 
ball by asking whether or not it woula 
be necessary to take an appeal. 

City Attorney McFarland replied that 
in his opinion it was unnecessary. He 
still maintained, as he had done at the 
outset, that the property could not be 
forfeited. 

Councilman McGarry said he would 
like to know if the Citizens’ Wate: 
Company did not have thg right to draw 


| ten inches of water from the river, and 


whether or not, if that was so, an ap- 
peal would have to be taken in order to 
forfeit thatright. - : 

Tne City Atiorney replied that as the 
company’s right to this water would 
cease atthe expiration of the year’s 
notice, given in May last, the forfeiture 
would only confiscate the plant of the 
company, and not of any property it 
aeld by mere license. 

DEPUTIES FOR THE ASSESSOR. 

Ordinances were presented by the 
City Attorney, and adopted, allowing 
four deputies in the City Assessor's of- 
fice, and requiring all potes placed on 
the public streets to be painted.

Young Hill’s Wife Puts in an Ap-| 
“pearance. 


A Dramatic Scene When the Two Met 
in the City Prison.

Sentence at Last Passed on Young 
-Asevado. 


The Youthful Burglar Given Five 


Years at Folsom. 


Another Report by the Grand Jury 
Returning Nine Indictments. 


Several Divorce Suits Filed--A Man Who 
is Anxious to Go to Prison—Horse- 
thief Arraicned—Calling 
the Calendar. 


At 10 o'clock yesterday morning Al- 
bert Asevado, the youth recently con- 
victed by a jury in Department One of 
burglary in the first degree, appeared 
before Judge Smith with his counsel, 
Messrs. R. F. Del Valle and C. C. 
Stephens, that being the hour set by the 
Court for its ruling upon the defend- 
ant’s motion for a new trial. which was 
so ably argued by the counsel last week. 

Judge Smith. in denying the motion, 
delivered a written opinion, which was 
filed with the other papers in the case, 
going over the entire case in detail. 

The defendant was then ordered to 
stand up, andthe Court proceeded to 
pass sentence, as follows: 

Ifel thought it was wisdom to embark in 
any extended remarks, certainly the occa- 
sion isa prolific one. A young man just 
coming to manhood, of your fine phys- 
ique, make up, intelligent, bright. strong, 
manly, well-favored, with a father and 
mother who are suffering ten-fvld more 
than you are, or can, for the situation you 
are now in, you have no idea-or conception 
of the pain, sorrow and grief that you have 
brought to your fatherand mother. No 
doubt, time out of mind, again and again, 
and over again, you have been remon- 
strated with. chided, perhaps corrected, by 
them, in your downward course of miscon.- 
duct, but you have ‘shown a settled, per- 
sistent determination to seek low, wicked 
bad company and make’ your bed with 
them, and you have done it. There is no 
one to blame but yourself, young man, for 
the position you occupy. and if it were you 
only that were being punished, the spec- 
te le, although sad, would not be as bad‘as 
itis now, fof others suffer with you. 

Whether your fate will be a warning to 
others who travel this same road with you, 
and have been doing so, must be deter- 
mined, but you should know, you ought to 
know, you are old enough to know. that 
such conduct and a course sucn as you have 
pursued Cannot be toleratedin a civilized 
society or community; that it leads down 
and down to the very lowest, to the prison 
bars and the rope; and the law must be en- 


forced for the protection of society and de. 
“cent people who desire to behave them. 


selves, and to avail] themselves of the oppor- 
tunities of life. Therefore we have our 
State's prison to shut up the incorrigible, 
the bad and the wicked, who are determined 
to lead the lives of criminals. 

Possibly, as you area véry young man, 
this may be the very lesson you ought to 
have and tne one that was necessary to 
save the remaining portfon of your life 
from a worse fata If so, then it is a 
blessing. but coming in a verv severe man- 
mer, and it may be hoped when you 
come out of the state's prison that this 
will be the- turning point, and from that 
time on you will try to bea man and obey 
the laws of society and of the country in 
which you live. 

It is the judgment of the Court that you 
bé confined in the State's prison at Folsom 
for the period of five years. 


DECISIONS BY JUDGE WADE.

The boy who has never™-learned to 
skate has lost a pleasure that is dear to 
boy’s heart, but there are few who have 
not tried skating, however limited the 


streams, pond oricy place for practice 
may have been. 

Skates are very old; hundreds, navy, 
perhaps thousands of years before this 
crisp winter, skating was a merry sport. 
Perhaps too many in this age of inven- | 
tion—think-that-more ideas are new | 
than are so. If we remember that 
everything we see around us grew up, 
then we can begin the inquiry about 
skates that came befoge the keen-edged 
‘‘club,’’ with all the ardor of historians. 
It is certain that skates would be of no 
use in the tropics; we must look for 
their home in the land of long winters, 
ice-bound 
rivers. 

We would notenvy the boy of long 
ago, ashe bound the shin-bones of some 
animal to his feet and went throngha 
kind of sprawling gymnastics that was 
the skating of the period. In Iceland 
skates are called isleggir, ‘tice bones,’’ 
the shin-bones of a sheep. 

If sheep shin-bones were the first 
skates, then the boy who lived before 
iron and bronze were known, back in 
he stone and bone age, could enjoy 
himself with this cheery sport. The 

ys of London “in the twelfth century, 
Fitz Stephen tells us, in winter bind un- 
der their feet a pair of shin-bones, 
take in their hands poles shod with 
iron, which at times they strike against 
the ice, and are thus carried along with 
the rapidity of a bird qn the wing or a 


bolt discharged from acrossvow. The 
generous Holland boy, Hans Brinker, 
was forced to go back to the primitive 
‘way when he had given his skates toa 
poor friend and had foregone his 
chances in the race for the ‘‘silver 
skates.’’ 

It is thought that skates came intouse 
in Northern Europe, perhaps in Hol- 
land, where it is cold and there is 
plentv of smooth water, becanse where | 
the rivers are swift there is no skating. 
The wooden skates with iron runners 
curling up into a wonderful spiral, ter- 
minated with a brass acorn at the 
point, were 
from the Low Countries. Gossipy 
Pepys, in his diary of December 1.

Japanese have a sort or snowshoe with 
spurs that admit of walking up the 
mountain in hard snow.

rnarrow like sledge runners, and on 
them travelers glide down hill with 
great speed. 

The contrary of skates and snowshoes 
are the ice creepers. Noone likes to 
skate or glide when unprepared, for 
contact wlth mother earth is peculiarly 
violent when ice induces the descent.

A Covered Movable Run—Cheap, Simple 
and Easily Mude. 
[Exchange.] 

A cheap and convenient covered run 
for the hens during the occurrence of 
sudden storms or in winter as a protec- 
tion against winds is shown in the illus- 
tration. It has no floor, being intended 
to be easily removed from one place to 
another, the ground being the floor. It 
may be made of 2x8 inch scantling for 
the frame, may be covered with light 
half-inch boards, or with any kind of 
water-proof paper or muslin... The win- 
dow may be of any size, but the hens 
prefer plenty of light. The run may 


be eight feet from the ground to peak, 


and twelve feet long, or by cutting six- 
teen-foot boards in half the upright 
boards will be ‘the proper length. The 
run may be attached to one end of a 
poultry-house to serve as a scratching 
place in winter. The ends may be 
opened or one end closed, as preferred, 
and it may be easily lifted up and 
een to suit the direction from 


whence the storm may come. Any kind 
of cheap material may be used to con- 
struct it. We simply give this as a sug- 
gestion, trusting that our readers may 
improve on it. . 


Pruning the Peach, 
{Southern Cultivator.] 

The peach tree, as a rule, receives 
less pruning than any other fruit tree, 
while it needs more, As is well known 
it produces its crop on the wood of the 
previous year’s growth; and as the ter- 
minal buds are most inclined to push 
the height increases year by year until 
intime the tree has but a few long 
branches stretching away up or out, 
with leaves, or leaves and fruit, at the 
top only: ; 

Instead of this the tree, by correct 
pruning, can be kept in good form, 
rather low and round-headed, or spread- 
ing, all the limbs fairly within reach, 
with the fruit evenly distributed and 
easy to gather. 

Tbe pruning, which should be done 
annually in spring, consists in cutting 
back the previous season’s shoots, re- 
moving one-third to one-half in length; 
and in addition to this, after the sec- 
ond or third vear, cutting out about one. 
tenth of these shoots as they become 
too numerous. 

Three things are to be gained by this: 

.First—Keeping the top of the tree in 
proper shape. 

Second—Maintaining a regular sup- 
bearing wood. 

ird—Reducing the crop of fruit, 
and thus saving the tree from the bad 
effects of over-bearing. and adding to 


the size and quality of the fruit allowed 
to remain. 
The time for the work, as stated 


above, is in the spring, any time before 
the trees are in fullleaf, but’ a moder- 
ate pruning. even when the leaves are 
fully de veloped, is better than not to 
prune at all.
